Like Material in World War II Bombs, Say 
Tokyo Scientists—Hope for Treating 
Victims Successfully. 


FOKYO, March 22 (UP)—Jap- 
anese scientists today identified 
radioactive elements responsible 
for the internal poisoning of two 
fishermen dusted with particles 
from the hydrogen blast at 
Bikini March 1. 

Tokyo University scientists 
said tests revealed nothing 80 
far to indicate any difference in 
the material used in the Bikini 
explosion and those. of the 
atomic bombs dropped on Hiro- 
shima and Nagasaki in the clos- 
ing days of World War II. 

The scientists reported they 
found in the dust covering the 
fishing boat two forms of stron- 
tium—SR-89 with a radioactivi- 
ty period of 53 days and SR-90 
with a period of 25 years. 

nin addition they found nio- 
vium (NV-95) which requires 90 
days for radioactivity to decrease 
by half; iodine (1-131) which re- 
quires eight days; Barium (BA- 
140), 12.8 y= and lanthanlum 
(LA-100), 40 hours. 

Strontium and .barium, which 
eat at the blood- manufacturing 
bone-marrow, were in such small 
quantities in the stricken men, 
doctors reported, that the, 
chances were good they could. 
be combatted successfully,

iT GREECE AGAIN 


OVER U.S. BASES 


Says Peace in Balkans 
Is Threatened—Third 
Objection to Step by 
NATO Nations. 


MOSCOW, March 22 (AP)— 

The Soviet government has pro- 
tested formally for the third 
time within a week against 
defense plans of a North At- 
—2 Treaty Organization Na- 
tion. 
The latest Kremlin note went 
yesterday to Greece, charging 
that United States military bases 
on Greek territory threaten 
peace in the Balkans. 

Russia protested to The Neth- 
erlands last Thursday agains 
establishment of a United States 
military air base on Dutch ter- 
ritory and also to Turkey 
against the mutuai security pact 
it is negotiating with Pakistan. 

e note to Greece was the 
second the Russians have written 
on the subject. A similar com- 
munication Oct. 26 charged 
that use of Greek territory for 
American bases showed “the 
Greek government has started 
to carry out measures for direct 
preparation of a new war.’ 

Details Its Objections. 

The latest note, handed yes- 
terday by Deputy Foreign Min- 
ister V. A. Zorin to Greek Am- 
bassador A. Kontoumas, said: 
„It is clear that the conclusion 
of the military agreement be- 
tween Greece and the U.S.A. 
creates obstacles to strengthen- 
ing peace.in the Balkans, with 
which the Soviet Union cannot 
but reckon. ... 

“It is known from published 
data that ‘on the territory of 
Greece big military maneuvers 
with the participation of for- 
eign forces, inspection tours by 
representatives of the United 
States military eommand in 
Greece, frequent visits of large 
United States naval units to 
Greek ports, the growing scale 
of American arms deliveries to 
Greece and the intensified con- 
struction of American military 
bases on the térritory of Greece 
are taking place.” 

The note said American naval 
or air bases were being built on 
the strategic Greek islands of 
Crete, Rhodes, Khalkis, Kastos 
and other islands “along the 
Crete-Lemnos-Dardanelles line.” 
Says Own Pelicy Is Peaceful. 

The note said these Greek- 
American preparations were 
being made at a time when the 
Soviet Union is “unswervingly 
and consistenly” pursuing a pol- 
icy of — and of lessening 
international tension, that “no 
one is threatening Greece,“ and 
that Greece’s (Soviet bloc) 
Balkan neighbors, are ready to 
= their relations with 
er. ” 

It concluded: “Responsibility 
for the consequences of imple- 
menting the above mentioned 
military measures rests fully 
with the government of Greece.” 

In Athens today a Foreign 
Ministry spokesman described 
United States bases in Greece as 
“absolutely defensive” in char- 
acter. He said the Greek gov- 
ernment is not “surprised, wor- 
ried or frightened” by the Rus- 
sian note. 

The spokesman termed the 
protest part of a Russian of- 
fensive” designed to break up 
the defense alliance of Greece, 
Turkey and Yugoslavia formed

conference, ‘scheduled to con- 
vene April 26. 
Britain, the United States, 


France and the Soviet Union 
called the conference and Red 
China agreed to take part. Na- 
tions with forces in the Korean 
war will be represented. Lester 
B. Pearson, foreign secretary, 
probably will be Canada’s senior 
delegate. 

Regardless of what happens 
at Geneva, the issue of recog- 
nizing Red China will be 
broached once more in the Cana- 
dian House of Commons. It 
caused a minor stir in the for- 
eign policy debate in the House 
in January. 

Should Canada recognize Red 
China, that would open the pos- 
sibility that Canada would sup- 
pert Red China’s demand for 
membership in the United Na- 
tions. At present, the Chinese 
seat in the U.N. is held by the 
Chinese Nationalists, 

Prime Minister Louis St. Lau- 
rent returned last week from a 
world tour during which he said 
that the free world some day 
will have to be realistic and rec- 
ognize Red China. He said in 
Seoul, Korea, on March 8 that 
“we are going to have to admit 
the present government of China 
is the government the people 
want.” 

The United States delegate to 
the U.N., Henry Cabot Lodge 
Jr., recently said he would use 
the veto power to keep the Red 
Chinese out of the United Na- 
tions, 

This could only apply to the 
Security Council, which is the 
only organization of the U.N. 
with such a rule. If the Red 
Chinese could get 40 of the 60 
U.N. members to vote to seat 
them in the General Assembly 
and other U.N. organizations ex- 
cept the Security Council they 
would be accepted in those 
bodies. 

Pearson touched on the sub- 
ject of the United States views 
on Red China in Chicago last 
Friday. He said: 

“There is a strong attitude 
against recognition of that re 
gime in the United States. But 
we in Canada are a little more 
cautious. We feel that if there 
are no new aggressions in the 
near future we should take an-

And after warn- 
ings bulldozers shoved huge 
piles of dirt in to seal off the 
entrances.”

In Personal Income Taxes If 
Economic Conditions Get Bad 


Organization Also Recommends Congress 
Have Public Works Program Ready 
Even Though Emergency Action Is Not 
Warranted at Present. 


WASHINGTON, March 22 (UP) 
GROUP of top business leaders urged President Eisenhower 
and congressional leaders last night to get together now on 
a substantial, one-year cut in personal income taxes that 
could be put into effect quickly if economic conditions get too bad. 


The proposal was advanced by 
the Committee for Economic De- 
velopment, a private organiza- 
tion of business men and econo- 
mists. The committee did not 
specify exactly how much in- 
come taxes should be slashed or 
how bad business would have to 
be before the tax reduction 
should be put mto effect. 


The recommendation high- 
lighted a long statement on “‘de- 
fense against recession,” pub- 
lished by the committee which 
was formed in 1942 to help 
avoid a postwar depression. The 
report said business and state 
and local governments should 
help also in the effort. 


The committee’s chairman, 
Meyer Kestnbaum, Chicago 
men’s clothing manufacturer, 
expressed confidence that busi- 
ness conditions will turn up by 
next fall without any further 
anti-recession steps other than 
those already proposed by Presi- 
dent Eisenhower. 


Kestnbaum and Fred Lazarus 
Jr. of Cincinnati, head of a 
large department store chain, 
agreed at a press conference 
that the present economic de- 
cline is not “sufficiently alarm- 
ing” to warrant emergency fed- 
eral action. 


But the report said the Fed- 
eral Government should be 
geared to act rapidly if business 
conditions unexpectedly dete- 
riorate. 


(Frazar B. Wilde, president of 
the Connecticut General Life 
Insurance Co. and chairman of 
the group which prepared the 
report, told the Associated Press 
he does not consider tax cuts 
or other drastic action in order 
now. Other C.E.D. members at 
the same press conference ex- 
pressed agreement.) 


“In the event of a serious 
economic decline,” the commit- 
tee said, “a temporary cut in 
federal tax rates should be con- 
sidered to stimulate private ex- 
penditures. Plans for this 
should be made in advance.” 

If necessary, “the initial cut 
- . « Should be followed up by 
other cuts as necessary,” 

Another anti-depression rec- 
ommendation was that the six 
billion dollar backlog of federal 
public works projects be re- 
viewed to make sure that a “‘suf- 
ficiently large part” will be 
ready to start at once in an 
emergency. 

Terms of federal loans and 
loan guarantees, the committee 
said, “should be adjusted flexi- 
bly as an instrument of economic 
stabilization.”

ECRETARY OF STATE JOHN 
8 FOSTER DULLES has now 

completed some 90,000 miles 
of air travel in the interests of 
United States foreign policy. Be- 
fore he takes off for Geneva and 
what may be the make-or-break 
point in his career as Secretary 
of State, it may be worth taking 
a look at his political base at 
home. 

American foreign policy, as 
Dean Acheson learned to his 
sorrow, is not made in a politi- 
cal vacuum. No matter how 
brilliant his diplomacy may be, 
a secretary of state is doomed 
to frustration and paralysis if 
he lacks a secure home base. 
Dulles realized this from the 
first, and immediately set out 
to strengthen his domestic po- 
sition.

How incomplete his success 
has been is suggested by the 
rather sad story of Dulles's 
homecoming from the Berlin 
conference. 

Dulles returned from Berlin 
convinced that he had scored a 
historic diplomatic success.

Other Senators whose pres- 
ence at Geneva would be both 
helpful to the Secretary and 
helpful to the Senate view the 
conference as political poison;

Itonically, here is one in- 
stance in which Senators would 
like less participation, rather 
than more, in the making of 
foreign policy.

ment on it later in the Senate. 

The Constitution makes trea-

creasing personal exemptions would remove 
many lower-income families from the tax rolls, 
he should have noted that several million fami- 
lies are already off the rolls under the present 
exemptions. Out of 54,000,000 tax returns filed 
this year, some 10,000,000 are estimated to show 
no tax liability. 

Thus if everybody were to pay his “fair share“ 
meaning, as the President apparently meant, that 
everybody should pay some income tax—it would 
not be enough merely to keep the present per- 
sonal exemptions as they are. The tax system 
would have to be reformed to bring back oh the 
tax rolls those already outside. 

There are good reasons why any such reform 
ought not to be based on reducing the personal 
exemption. To do that would mean reducing the 
recognition given to family obligations. It would 
narrow the differential between taxpayers with 
no dependents and taxpayers with several. 

As a matter of fact, a strong argument can be 
made for increasing personal exemptions on the 
ground that they no longer reflect realities. In 
1939 prices, today’s $600 exemption would be 
worth about $300, On that basis, the exemptions 
of a family of four are equivalent to $1200 to- 
day, Whereas in 1939—when the exemptions 
were $2500 for a married person and $400 for 
each dependent—they were worth a total of 
$3700. Quite a change! 

How to reconcile the principle of recognition 
for family obligations with that of universal in- 
come tax responsibility? Surely it is not be- 
yond the bounds of congressional ingenuity to 
accomplish the reconciliation. Congress could, 
if it wanted to, increase the persona] exemption 
and yet change the impact of federal tax rates 
so that more taxpayers would be contributing. 

For example, a relatively low tax rate might 
be applied to the first $1000 of income without 
any exemption for dependents, and then pro- 
gressively heavier rates could be applied to all 
other income after a generous allowance had 
been made for personal exemptions.

if it gave serious consideration to this problem.

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For the President’s Study 

President Eisenhower will undoubtedly want 
to inform himself about the pending effort to 
oust J. Monroe Johnson from the chairmanship 
of the Interstate Commerce Commission. 

When the President was told that his assistant, 
Sherman Adams, had talked to Mr. Johnson sev- 
eral times about retiring, “Eisenhower said he 
did not know what the reporter was talking 
about,” Raymond P. Brandt reported. The Pres- 
ident’s study of the Johnson case should be as 
rewarding as it is necessary, for it has to do 
with the limits of the presidential powers. 

Mr. Brandt's dispatch said: “The report is that 
Charles E. Willis Jr., Adams’s assistant and the 
patronage man at the White House, wants a com- 
missionership for Everett Hutchinson, an Eisen- 
hower Democrat, of Austin, Tex.” The Justice 
Department has given Mr. Willis an opinion that 
Commissioner Johnson can be removed under 
provisions of a 1932 law making retirement man- 
datory at 70. Mr. Johnson is 75. 

The same law requiring retirement at 70 
provides for exemption at the President’s dis- 
cretion, and President Truman go exempted 
Mr. Johnson before naming him to a seven-year 

term which runs through next year. ICC’s chief 
counsel, Edward Reidy, has given Mr. Johnson 
an opinion that he is legally entitled to serve 
out his term subjeet only to the provisions in the 
ICC Act for removal by the President for inet - 
ficiency, neglect, or malfeasance in office.”

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Lesson From Caracas 

The United States still has a long way to go to 
convince Latin American peoples that it means 
what it says about friendship and democracy. 
This fact stands out froth Donald Grant’s report 
on the Tenth Inter-American Conference. 

Latin American nations accepted Secretary of 
State Dulles’s clear anti-Communist resolution. 
But suspicions, doubts and differences crept into 
the Caracas conference over methods of ap- 
proach. 

As Mr. Grant observed in Sunday’s Post-Dis- 
patch, the other Americans question why North 
America supports right-wing dictatorships if not 
left-wing ones. Moreover, they feel that the 
best way for the United States to fight Com- 
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munism is to help its néighbors achieve better

BORN IN CAPTIVITY, by John Wain. (Knopf, 300 
pgs., $3.50.) 

Mr. Wain's novel tells of a young 
man's search ta find à place for him- 
self in the world. Born in the captivity 
of a middle-class society, and trained 
neither to dominate: nor to adapt him- 
self gat 1 eb his economic niche, 
Charles Lumley feels, upon receiving 
his university degree, somewhat like a 
bird in a not-so-gilded cage, By break- 
ing dramatically and finally, if a bit lu- 
dicrously, with his fiancee, (throwing 
dishwater in the faces of one’s prospec- 
tive in-laws tends to alienate even 
the most understanding sweethearts) 
Charles is set free or so he thinks from 
the duty of fulfilling the expectations 
of family and friends. Finding the cage 
door opened the bird is free to choose 
a more compatible environment outside. 


Thereupon he takes up a series of 
jobs ranging from the mildly to the 
i" highly fantastic, 
and culminating in 
the most unlikely 
and also the most 
lucrative career of 
‘all. One can only 
hope that Lumley’s 
final berth will 
prove as fleeting as 
its predecessors. 
Underlying the 
light-hearted tone 
of the book is a 
note of wistfulness 
mingled with a sa- 
tirie sting in Lum- 
ley’s contemplation 
of the social strata 
which most of us have accepted as in- 
evitable and even desirable, In spite of 
the hero’s revolt against remaining in 
his social stratum, he very evidently 
feels the universal human need to be- 
long somewhere and contribute some- 
thing to society. Unable to conform com- 
pletely and to’take on the coloration 
which would win him acceptance in 
either a higher or a lower plane than 
the one to which he was born, Charles 's 
rapid but incomplete transformations 
might win the approval of a chameleon- 


fancier, but bring him no nearer to 
happiness. , 


Additional color is supplied by a wide 
assortment of characters, including 
smugglers, thieves, social im- 
pressionistic novelists ladies of ques- 
tionable morals and other variants, most 
of whom seem to have wandered from 
the pages of a psychiatrist's case book. 
Pure comedy is to be found in the read- 
ing at an earnest and self-consciously 
intellectual literary society of the defini- 
tive novel of the age, an untitled and 
unpublishable gem of stream-of-con- 
sciousness gibberish, and in the gag-by- 
gag description of a radio comedian’s 
writers’ conference. Excitement is pro- 
vided by the episode of a police man- 
hunt; but there is a touch of sadness in 
the realization that a gentle and shy 
soul can never achieve the stability for 
which he is searching. When Charles 
accepts the fact that he too must hunt 
or be hunted, the reader feels a — 
of hostalgia for the shattering of a pleas- 
ant dream.

660 OU KNOW,” said the President last week, the world is 
suffering from a multiplicity of fears. We fear the men 
in the Kremlin, we fear what they will do to our friends 

around them; we are fearing what unwise investigators will do 

to us here at home as they try to combat subversion or bribery 


or deceit within. 


“We fear depression, we fear 
the loss of jobs. All of these 
with their impact on the human 
mind make us act almost hys- 
terically, and 
you find hys- 
terical reaction. 
We have got to 
look at each of 
those in its prop- 
er perspective 
to understand 
what the whole 
sum total means. 
And remember 
this: The reason 
they are feared * 
and bad is be- 1 
cause there is a Eisenhower. 
little elemert of truth in each, a 
little element of danger in each, 
and that means that finally there 
is left a little residue that you 
can meet only by faith, a faith 
in the destiny of America, and 
that is what I believe is the 
answer.” 

The President was speaking 
here from his heart, and there 
can be few things that matter 
more at this moment of crisis 
in our affairs than to understand 
clearly what he was saying. 

He was saying, if I understand 
him rightly, that the world and 
this country are full of fears 
about which we have become 
hysterical. 


How Use Faith Against Fear? 


These fears are not entirely 
imaginary. For each fear there 
is some basis of truth and in 
each there is an element of ac- 
tual danger. The answer to the 
hysteria is to have faith in the 
destiny of America. 

Now that is no doubt entirely 
true. But it would be useful, 
indeed it is essential, that we 
should know just how faith in 
the destiny of America can be 
summoned up in order to cure 
the hysterical reactions to the 
fears which the President lists: 
the in the Kremlin, what 
might en to the countries 
exposed directly to the Soviet 
power, McCarthyism, subversion, 
deceit, corruption. 

There is, said the President, 
a little element of truth and 
actual danger in all of these 
things that people fear. But the 
fact that there is some danger 
does not account for the hyster- 
ical reaction which, quite right- 
ly, the President is aware of 
and deplores. 

The question we have to ask 
ourselves, and which he should 
ask himself, is why in the pres- 
ence of these dangers so many 
of our people are reacting not 
stoutly, resolutely, steadfastly, 
but hysterically. 


A Failure of Leadership. 


Not because the dangers are 
so great that our people have 
lost hope of dealing with them 
and are panic-stricken, Not in 
the least. The power that this 
country possesses and that it 
can generate is by far the great- 
est in the world. Nor are so 
many of our people hysterical 
because our economy and social 
order are in any danger of 
breaking down. 

Why, then, in the presence of 
dangers that are real but not 
overwhelming and quite within 
our power to master, is there 
so much hysterical fear? 

It is because there is an in-

thority allow no one to doubt

creasing anxiety that there may 
be a failure of the leadership, 
the command, the authority, 
which alone dan rally the nation 
to deal with these dangers. The 
element of hysteria, the failure 
of nerve, is the reaction to this 
vacancy. 

The people are like the crew 
and the passengers of a ship in 
a storm at sea. They will master 
their fears and they will do 
their duty as long as they know 
that the captain and his officers 
are on the bridge and at their 
posts. But let the belief spread 
among them that the captain is 
not giving orders, or that there 
is a mutiny on the bridge: there 
will soon be hysteria and panic 
down below. 


An Inadequate Government. 

That ought to be obvious 
enough to an old soldier. How 
do commanders maintain the 
morale of their troops in the 
danger of battle? Is it by telling 
them to look at it all in the 
proper perspective? Or do they 
by their example and their au- 


that they have the situation firm- 
ly and decisively in hand? 

“For if,” says the Bible, “the 
trumpet give an uncertain 
sound, who shall prepare himself 
to the battle?” 

When the President tells us 
that the answer to the hysteria 
is faith in the destiny of Ameri- 
ca, he should not forget how 
fundamental in that faith is the 
conviction that our institutions 
will be equal to any challenge. 

They are not at this moment 
showing themselves equal to the 
challenge of governing this coun- 
try in its great role as protector 
and leader of the free world. 
Men who hold the posts of re- 
sponsibility in our institutions 
are not now making those insti- 
tutions work as they are meant 
to work. 

President Giving Ground. 

The Congress, which is meant 
to be the legislature, is over- 
whelmingly concerned not with 
making the laws but with usurp- 
ing the executive power and 
with turning itself into a kind 
of unlicensed and unregulated 
detective force, grand jury, pros- 
ecutor’s office, judge, jury and 
executioner—all combined. 

And in the face of a persist- 
ent invasion of his constitution- 
al responsibilities and the steady 
erosion of his authority, the 
Chief Executive and the Com- 
mander-in-Chief has been giv- 
ing ground here, there and al- 
most everywhere. 

He has been accepting with- 
out more than spasmodic re- 
sistance and without serious 
protest the public humiliation 
of the Foreign Service, who are 
the eyes of the nation abroad, 
and of the officers of the Army, 
who are the right arm of its 
defense. 

It is this constitutional and 
moral crisis at the center of the 
nation’s life—not the dangers 
with which the nation has to 
deal—that accounts for the hys- 
teria. 

It is because of the fear that 
there is uncertainty and soft- 
ness where there should be lu- 
cidity and resolution that the 
faith which the President in- 
vokes is being so sorely tried. 


HISTORICAL NOVELIST 
SHELLABARGER DIES 


‘Lord Vanity,’ ‘Captain From

He became instructor in Eng- 
lish at Princeton and rose to as- 
sistant professor by 1923. 

Then he started writing. His 
first book was the “Chevalier 
Bayard,” a biography, in 1928. 
He wrote a novel, “The Black 
Gale,” in 1929, and a biography 
of Lord Chesterfield in 1935. 

His lost scholastic job was as 
headmaster of the Columbus (O.) 
School for Girls, which he held 
from 1938 to 1946. 

In 1945, the first of his roman- 
tic novels, “Captain From Cas- 
tile,’ was published. He devoted 
his time since then to writing his 
other highly successful novels. 
In addition, Mr. Shellabarger 
wrote several novels under the 
name of Peter Loring and pub- 
lished articles in national maga-

Writer Dead 
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HARMON ART EXHIBIT 
OPENS AT THE GUILD 


Ex-Head of Group Shows 
Prize-Winners and Col- 
lectors Loans.

Jim Harmon, who loves to 
paint moody clowns in ails but 
wins most of his prizes in the 
trickier medium of water color, 
opened a full-scale one-man 
show yesterday at the Artists’ 
Guild, 812 Union boulevard. 

The artist, Ladue high school 
art teacher and the guild’s most 
recent president, is holding his 
first guild solo exhibit since 
1947. Mostly new, the display 
comprises loans from collectors, 
two water colors that won four 
awards and one $250 prize-win- 
ning oil, 

Twenty-two bright and strik- 
ing oil paintings fill but do not 
crowd the larger gallery. The 
smaller room holds 15 spon- 
taneous, almost impetuous water 
colors, 11 of them landscapes. 

Like circus facial makeup, 
which must carry unusual dis- 
tances, Harmon's paintings have 
always leaned toward brilliance 
of color and simplicity of line. 
These virtues, which give his 
work an air of authority, grow 
more pronounced in his latest 
canvases, such as “Old Clown” 
(1953) and “Chesty of B. & B.” 
(1954 


). 
Palette in High Key. 


Here the palette soars fre- 
quently into high key, as in the 
acid-toned Van Gogh-like yellow 
background of “Chesty.” While 
avoiding the trivial and illustra- 
tive, these portraits of a weary, 
aging fun-maker and an as- 
sertive younger performer are 
more individualized, less enig- 
matic and sphinx-like than the 
earlier “Young Baptiste” and 
the prize-winning “Pantimime.” 

Oils with something of the 
sensuous, poetic qualities of 
Harmon’s water colors are his 
still-life paintings. They are 
like the rest of his work in be- 
ing never “busy,” but they con- 
vey with immediacy the tex- 
tures, hues and sensations of 
fruit and fish while treating out- 
lines in free and sketchy fash- 
ion. These suggest the artist 
has looked with profit at Beck- 
mann and Cezanne. 

Controlled Wet Technique. 

Harmon is most himself in a 
new series of water color land- 
scapes done in verv wet tech- 
nique. With paper wet on both 
sides, wet color is ‘worked into 
dripping wet washes. The mar- 
vel is that, even with Harmon's 
“experience; sich obvious con- 
trol is possible at the speeds of 
execution required for success. 

In handling of sky areas, fig- 
ures and foliage, these are closer 
to the fast and loose “Dock 
Scene,” winner of a recent guild 
purchase award and an earlier 
prize in a Missouri show at the 
City Art Museum, than they are 
to the tighter “Random House,” 
another prize-winner in a state 
exhibit, to which Museum Di- 
rector Perry Rathbone gave an 
award in a Springfield (Mo.) 
competition. 

Both “Dock Scene” and Ran- 
dom House” are in the show, 
which will continue through the 
month.

WASHINGTON. 


EVE BEEN HEARING a lot around here in the last few 
Wow: about the “New Look” in military policy. We've been 

hearing speculation also as to how quickly the President 
could act in case of sudden aggression and under what circum- 
stances without prior approval by Congress. 


The discussion has gone on at 
news conferences of President 
Eisenhower and Secretary of 
State Dulles and Secretary of 
Defense Wilson, * 
and in testi- p 
mony before 
congressional 
committees by 
the top military 
command. All- 
in-all it has 
served a good 
purpose, It has 
cleared away 
some miscon- 
ceptions a ah . 
shown up wish- ) 
ful thinks by: 
some politicians and perhaps by 
many of our people. Not all 
questions were answered finally 
and in detail, 

Seemingly the “New Look” in 
military policy, with its empha- 
sis on atomic weapons, has led 
some of our people, and also 
some political leaders, to think 
that we could take refuge be- 
hind some sort of an atomic 
wall, just as once some of us 
thought we could hide behind 
our two oceans. 


For Continued Sacrifice. 


There was additional comfort 
also in indications that the “New 
Look,” which may be slightly 
less expensive, might mean that 
now Congress could shuffle off 
much of our tax burden. 


We delude ourselves on both 
counts, of course. We might as 
well, once again, stop the day- 
dreaming and be patient for a 
long haul of continued sacrifice. 

That is necessary if we are to 
complete the common defense 
we are building in Europe with 
our allies in the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization, and in the 
European Defense Community, 
and in holding the line in Asia 
and the Middle East and every- 
where also around the world. 

Constant vigilance is neces- 
sary to protect this frontier 
along which, as now in Indo- 
china, things can happen quickly 
and require shifts in policy or 
new diplomatic moves.

Two Forms of War. 


Maneuverability and adapta- 
bility are the key words. They 
describe the “New Look” which, 
while it might mean the imme- 
diate mass retaliatory action of 
an atomic sort of which Secre- 
tary Dulles spoke some weeks 
ago, might also mean the simpler 
operations by infantry and air 
and conventional weapons on a 
tiny sector somewhere as in the 
Korean war. 

We are prepared for both. 
With development of atomic 
weapons we can rely more 
heavily progressively upon 
them, and could substitute them 
in some situations in large de- 
gree. 

Now is the time of all times 
that we cannot afford to relax 
or let down our guard. Nor can 
we permit ourselves to succumb 
to impatience with our Euro- 
pean allies. Such a tendency is 
noted, especially as regards 
France, which is, we must ree 
member, the key to our common 
continental defense. 


Red China at Geneva. 


Just now it is touch and go 
in France on ratification of the 
European Defense Community; 
which is necessary to bring a 
German army into the combined 
Western European army. We 
would like to see that happen 
before the Geneva conference, 
scheduled for late April. 

Communist China will be at 
Geneva seeking to trade with 
France on the basis of an Indo- 
china settlement, hoping to get 
into the United Nations as a 
member. 

Russia will utilize the situa- 
tion as best she can to to 
divide us and our allies. Most 
of all she would like to see the 
break-up of NATO and EDC. 

All these things are the same 
old look, and it behooves us to 
keep on looking and never take 
our eyes off the Communists,

KANSAS CITY, March 22 
(AP)—The National Basketball 
Committee today imposed a stiff- 
er penalty on players tommit- 
ting fouls by junking its contro- 
versial one and one rule in favor 
of a “bonus” free throw. 


The committee, headed by 
Chairman Bruce Drake of Okla- 
homa, also returned the game to 
two halves for 40 minutes. or col- 
lege games, eliminating the four 
quarter system. This does not 
apply to high school or other 
games which are less than 40 
minutes. 

*The new free throw rule puts 
a premium on good shooting by 
allowing a second free throw on 
common personal fouls if the 
first one is made. If the first 
_toss is missed the ball is in 
play. This will apply only to 
the first 37 minutes of the game. 

In the last three minutes of 
play, the 1953 rule—two free 

rows—remains in effect. 
During the past two seasons a 
second shot has been awarded 
if the first attempt missed dur- 
ing the first 37 minutes.

From all the publicity about 
heart disease, sometimes people 
get the impression hearts aren't 
made as well as they used to be. 
Actually, your normal heart is 
more efficient than any man- 
made machine. It has a built-in 
reserve to put out 8 or 10 times 
as much blood as usual to take 
care of strenuous exertion. |

Colonies Making Comeback in Kehr's Mill Creek Valley Where None Has Existed for Years,

FFHAND, a wildly tangled 
creek bottom may seem like 
a poor place to build a sub- 
division. But the energetic col- 
onies of beavers which for some 
time have been immigrating into 
the wooded regions around Ches- 
terfield in western St. Louis 


county are thri _In fact, they 
are making an préecedented 
comeback to a from 


which beavers were trapped out 

of existence a century ago. 
They've chosen the isolated 

Kehr’s Mill creek valley as a 


tered lodges, harvest fields and 
efficient dams now _ stretches 
nearly the length of the creek 
from its source to where it emp- 
ties into the Missouri river, a 
distance of some four.and one- 
half miles. 

Their return to the St. Louis 
region is a welcome sight to the 
conservation-minded, for a bea- 
ver colony with its remarkable 
dam-building instinct is one of 
the best stream stabilizers known. 

Beavers were so scarce in Mis- 
souri 25 years ago that the state 
Conservation .Commissiqn was 
forced to purchase several pairs 
from a northern state in order 
to give the animals another start. 
Even 10 years later not much 
progress had been made by the 
usually prolific mammals. Now, 
however, surveys by conserva- 
tion officials indicate that bea- 


vers in Missouri are increasing 


at a rate of 60 per cent annually. 
The current crop, based on a 
1952 census of 12,500, should 
exceed 20,000. 

Something happened in the 
past decade that sent the beaver 
population soaring. Apparently 
most of the credit must go to 
conservation field workers who 
live-trapped pairs of beavers and 
redistributed them along the 
state’s watersheds. This, com- 
bined with regulations, backed 
up by stiff penalties prohibiting 
trapping and shooting of bea- 
vers, gave the beavers just the 
head start they needed. 

Some of the old-timers in the 
Chesterfield area are of the 
opinion that beavers hadn't been 
active in that region for more 
than 100 years, One former 
government trapper and hunter, 
73-year-old Andy Griffith, has 
lived most of his .life within 
spitting distance of Kehr’s Mill 
creek. During the years he has 


hunted and fished in the area, . 


Andy has trapped numerous 
mink, muskrat and other creek 
bottom fur bearers. But never 
any beaver. Before the compar- 
atively recent colonizations he 
had never seen evidence that 
beavers occupied the Missouri 
river or its tributaries in the 


vicinity. 
He’s inclined to go along with 
other oldtime hunters fish- 


ermen in the belief that the 
beavers were trapped out of ex- 
istence in this immediate area 
not long after St. Louis started 
on its way to becoming one of 
the world’s leading fur trading 
centers in the early 1800s or be- 
fore. 

Today Andy lives the pioneer- 
ing life he has always known. 
His lonely cabin and rough- 
hewn log work buildings are lo- 
cated in the Kehr’s Mill creek 
valley just a short distance from 
Wild Horse Creek road. 

Andy began trapping and hunt- 
ing in the Chesterfield area be- 
fore he was 10 years old. Dur- 
ing his early years he and his 
seven brothers and sisters helped 
their parents clear the big virgin 
timber from 40 acres of ridge- 


top land just south of Chester- 
field. 


When the beavers returned to 
his valley, Andy was among the 
first to know about it. Out col- 
lecting muskrat traps one winter 
day several years ago, he chme 
across some gnawed maple and 
cottonwood tree cuttings, the 
tell-tale mud slides and the early 
beginnings of the mud-plastered 
lodges and dams of exploring 
parties. . 

Subsequently the beavers have 
built between 30 and 40 dams 
along the creek to the river. Not 
all of them are located in the 
comparative isolation of the val- 
ley where Andy lives. Some may 
be seen from the bridge in Ches- 
terfield near where the Old Olive 
— road crosses the railroad

Biologically, beavers, which 
sometimes attain a weight of 60 
pounds, are described as aquatic

scaly-looking tails. The tail 
serves as a rudder while swim- 
ming, as a support while gnaw- 
ing trees, and as a warning de- 
vice, with which they slap the 
surface of the water to alert 
other beavers of suspected dan- 
ger. 

Wildlife literature points out 
that the beaver has always been 
more than successful in holding 
his own against such predators 
as the mountain lion, bear, wild- 
cat, coyote, wolverine, timber 
wolf and otter.

UT when it came to compet- 
Bie with early American trap- 

pers, the beaver lost the race. 
Apparently only the generous 
conscience of recent generations 
has enabled the deaver to make 
a comeback. | 

Prior to the time the white 
trapper entered the headwaters 
of the Missouri and Columbia 
rivers, the beaver population has 
been estimated at over 100,000,- 
000. Lewis and Clark mention 
the fact that near Three Forks, 
Mont., streams stretched away 
in a succession of beaver ponds 
as far as the eye could reach. 
Up until their recent comeback, 
the beaver population had been 
reduced to widely scattered colo- 
nies in the wild regions of the 
west, north and northwest. 

Missouri was one of the first 
states to recognize the plight, 
and in 1877 passed a law protect- 
ing beavers.

years this law has been rigidly 
enforced with heavy fines. When 
final studies of the December 
trapping season are completed 
the information will be used by 
the Conservation Commission to 
determine the length of future 
seasons. 

A colony, generally, consists 
of about six or seven beavers. 
Andy has seen as many as eight 
working their cuttings and dig- 
gings in the Kehr’s Mill creek 
bottom. Beaver youngsters are 
turned out to shift for them- 
selyes at the age of 2½ years. 


The life span of.the beaver is 
about 15 years. Aged patriarches, 
often rejected by the colonies, 
live considerably longer. 


Being nocturnal and nervous 
animals, beavers are rarely seen 
in the bright daylight hours. 
Only occasionally may one be 
sighted sunning himself on the 
bank near his den or swimming 
back to his lodge after feasting 


on submerged cottonwood.

ANY of the curious resi- 
dents in the vicinity of 
Chesterfield have not even 
had a fleeting glimpse of a 
beaver, although the animal's 
handiwork is in evidence every- 
where. A beaver can disappear 
in the twinkling of an eye when 
suspected danger appears. He 
can stay submerged for 10 min- 
utes or longer and may swim 
200 yards to the underwater en- 
trance of his den or lodge. 


Although none of the lodges 
in the Kehr’s Mill vall has 
been opened, most beaver homes 
consist of two lodge rooms. One, 
above the water level, is both 
living room and nursery. In the 
basement below water is the 
storage room filled with such 
beaver delicacies as cottonwood, 
willow, birch and alder bark. 


The ideal time to observe 
beaver in action, according to 
Andy and other authorities, is 
about sunset or sunrise when 
they are either going to or re- 
turning from their harvest fields 
or dams. It is best to watch 
them from a distance, says the 
old trapper, preferably from the 
vantage point of the bluffs 
along the creek, or from a near- 
by tree.

This is done by the 
creation of a series of perma- 
nent pools from which water 
seeps constantly throughout the 
year, thus providing a steady 
flow. Dams slow the run-off 
during high water, and the com- 
bined effects of thousands of 
beaver dams is enormous. 


An advantage of the dams’ to 
the creek is the effective halt- 
ing of the shifting beds of gravel. 

Some of the dams in the 
Kehr's Mill valley curve grace- 
fully at a bend in the creek, 
others are ragged looking, zig- 

as they follow the main 
channels and branching channels 
of the stream. Some extend in 
straight lines across the creek. 

Last fall the beavers raised a 
dam high enough to flood a 
group of willow, cottonwood 
and maple trees they wished to 
harvest. After the water reached 
the proper level, the trees were 
felled and floated downstream 
to the dam and food piles. 

In the Chesterfield area, the 
colonies for the most part 
choose food trees which sprout 
rapidly from both stump and 
root. us, they do not cause 
much damage to the oaks, wal- 
nuts, hickories and other more 
valuable timber of the wood- 
lands. They prefer the inner 
bark of the cottonwoods, wil- 
low, birch, alder and maple, all 
of which grow plentifully in 
Kehr's Mill creek valley. They 
also eat such foods as berries, 
sedge, grass, and leaves and 
stalks of a num of plants 
that grow along the creek. Much 
to the disgust of the Chester- 
field farmers they have a fond- 
ness for corn.
